Billionaires Gates, Bloomberg say $500M will help 
efforts in nations where tobacco use is highest

NEW YORK Bill Gates and New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg announced Wednesday 
that they will spend $500 million to stop people 
around the world from smoking. 

The World Health Organization estimates 
that tobacco will kill up to a billion people 
in the 21st century most of them in poor and 
middle-income countries. In an effort to cut 
that number, Bloomberg’s foundation plans to 
commit $250 million over four years on top of 
$125 million he announced two years ago. The 
Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation is allocating 
$125 million over five years. 

That far outstrips current spending of about 
$20 million a year on anti-smoking campaigns 
in poor and middle-income countries, according 


to a recent WHO report. 

The billionaire philanthropists, who have a 
combined worth of more than $70 billion, said 
Wednesday that the money will help efforts 
in developing countries where tobacco use is 
highest. There are more than i billion smokers 
worldwide. 

“Bill and I want to highlight the enormity of 
this problem and catalyze a global movement of 
governments and civil society to stop the tobacco 
epidemic,” Bloomberg said in a statement. 

Dr. Richard Peto, an Oxford epidemiologist 
who leads studies on the effects of smoking in 
the developing world, called the announcement 
“excellent news.” 

“I reckon this will avoid tens of millions of 
deaths in my lifetime and hundreds of millions

SMOKING BAN 

No smoking at rehab 

Many drug addicts, problem gamblers and 
alcoholics may find it harder to kick their 
habits in New York now that the state has 
become the first in the country to ban smok- 
ing at all recovery centers. 

Some addicts say losing the tobacco 
crutch could keep them from getting clean 
and sober, or from trying at all. 

New York’s 13 state-run addiction treat- 
ment centers have been tobacco-free for 
more than 10 years. New regulations that 
take effect Thursday also will apply to pri- 
vate treatment centers. 

Bryan Lapsker, a 21-year-old POP addict 
from Brooklyn who has been getting help for 
his addiction at a treatment center in Queens 
for nearly nine months, has been dreading 
the change every day. 

“Nicotine helps [addicts] get through the 
day,” he said. 

State officials behind the new rules believe 
banning tobacco is critical to successful 
treatment programs. 

Addicts are more likely to have long-term 
success if they quit smoking at the same 
time they enter treatment, said Karen Car- 
penter-Palumbo, the commissioner of the 
New York Office of Alcoholism and Sub- 
stance Abuse Services.

in my kids’ lifetimes,” he said. 

When Bloomberg first announced his earlier 
gift of $125 million, he said at the time that he 
believed smoking was a public health issue that 
was largely ignored by philanthropists. 

Gates said Wednesday that $24 million of his 
gift will go directly toward Bloomberg’s efforts 
that are already under way 
The remaining money will be used by his 
foundation to begin its own anti-tobacco work. 

“Tobacco-caused diseases have emerged 
as one of the greatest health challenges 
facing developing countries,” Gates said in a 
statement. “The good news is, we know what it 
takes to save millions of lives, and where efforts 
exist, they are working.”

That’s what’s been etched into the 
cement at the corner of the sidewalk on 
Grand Avenue right at the south entrance to 
the Tribune’s Freedom Center printing facil- 
ity Every time I pass by these words, I make 
sure to take a nice long look. Then, I get my 
car from the Center’s free gravel parking lot 
for Tribune Tower employees, check to see 
if there’s a new nail or piece of sharp metal 
in one of my tires, see that there is, and go 
buy a new tire. 

But after seeing IRIS I LOVE 
YOU, I’m immune, at least for a 
little while, from any of the small 
unpleasantnesses of the day like 
a flat, or my editor telling me 
“unpleasantnesses” isn’t a word. 

Love, if not in the air, is at least in 
the sidewalk. 

It’s partially the way the words 
are written— scrawled out chick- 
en-scratch-style as if the point 
wasn’t make to romantic art, but 
to convey as urgently as possible, 
something that needed to be con- 
veyed. Though I don’t know why 
the inscriber was in such a rush, 
as the words were written right at 
the stop for the No. 65 bus. More 
people have seen UFOs. 

And it’s partially the fact 
that words were inscribed into 
cement as it dried. That’s got to 
be one of my favorite crimes. I 
feel for the cement pourers, but 
it’s hard to get too worked up about a crime 
that also can be committed by a cat. 

But mostly it’s the words themselves, spe- 
cifically the order of them: IRIS I LOVE 
YOU. Most people would have etched I 
LOVE IRIS. (Actually most people with a 
penchant for desecrating public property 
probably would have written Iris’ phone 
number and what Iris is willing to do if you 
dial it.)

you’ve got with you.

Four times a week, Christine Kre- 
itzer runs, cycles or rollerblades Chica- 
go’s lakefront trail, typically from Irving 
Park Road to North Avenue. Kreitzer 
said on any given day, she weaves in 
between families walking five across, 
teenagers carrying coolers to the beach, 
dogs roaming on long leashes and pedestrians mindlessly mean- 
dering into the center of the path. 

“It’s really frustrating,” said Kreitzer, 28, of Buena 
Park. “It can be really hard to get around.” 

But when Kreitzer fell off her bike last month on a 
turn near 39th Street, she said five people on the trail 
stopped to check on her. “If I had not been with a friend, 
I definitely would have been taken care of,” she said. 

Welcome to the delicate balance of the lakefront trail, a 
roughly 18 -mile ribbon of pavement. The trail is so popular in 
the summer it inspires camaraderie, but it also creates a battle- 
ground pitting cyclists, runners, rollerbladers, pedestrians, 
tourists on Segways, skateboarders, dog walkers and stroll- 
er moms against one another. 

As the different factions vie for a piece of the asphalt in 
the congested areas, courtesy and caution lose out to an 
every- trail-user-for-himself mentality That attitude, cou- 
pled with problems with the trail’s infrastructure, often are 
the reasons for head-on collisions and injuries. 

Trailblazers, take heed. One of the trail’s trouble spots, the 
portion that runs into Solidarity Drive near Shedd Aquar- 
ium, is getting a face-lift. On the old path, trail users had 
to fight car traffic on Solidarity Drive. The new section 
of the trail, set to be completed in December after 
eight months of construction, will wind underneath 
Solidarity Drive. 

In the meantime, the path takes a detour, forc- 
ing trail users to still encounter vehicular traffic. 
The rehab “will improve the experience for 
all the users of the area,” said Brian Steele, 
spokesman for the Chicago Department of 
Transportation, which is overseeing the 
Shedd project with the Chicago Park Dis- 
trict. “There were multiple ... conflicts 
between all the users of that {part of 
the] trail.” 

Conflicts abound all over the path, 
especially in the heavily congested 
areas near Foster and Belmont Ave- 
nues, and the North Avenue and 
31st Street beaches. Earlier this 
month, a cyclist and a pedestri- 
an were taken to the hospital 
after they collided north of 
Foster Avenue.

er for the Chicago Area Runners Association, said accidents like 
that happen every weekend. 

Swisher said problems arise when cyclists speed through turns, 
rollerbladers take up too much space with their strides, pedes- 
trians don’t keep an eye on their dogs and runners focus on their 
run, not the other people on the trail. 

“The main problem is common courtesy for everyone that uses 
it,” Swisher said. “Everyone’s trying to get along, but it’s difficult.” 

The police department and the city don’t specifically track all 
the accidents that occur on the lakefront trail, mostly because 
many of the mishaps aren’t reported. 

To help reduce missteps and keep peace between road worri- 
ers, the Chicago Park District posts path protocol at a few points 
along the trail. The rules of the road are simple: Pass on your left, 
slow down when approaching large groups, and be cautious and 
courteous. 

Elliot Schiffer, who rides his road bike once a week from Holly- 
wood Beach to about 53rd Street, said most people tend to follow 
the code of the road except in the congestion at Fullerton and 
North Avenues. 

“Within that area, things all kind of go to hell,” said Schiffer, 25, 
of Wicker Park. “You see a lot of frustration on the part of avid 
bicyclists.” 

Schiffer has never collided with another trail user, but he said 
he’s seen plenty of rollerbladers hit others when they swing their 
legs wide. Schiffer said he’s slipped off his bike a few times, most- 
ly in the rain, near the dicey section south of Oak Street Beach. 

“Pretty much when you fall off, people stop what they’re 
doing,” Schiffer said. “That’s kind of the Chicago spirit.”

> Use courtesy. 

Respect others 
regardless of their 
speed or skills. 

> Use caution. 

When you 
approach large 
groups when 
biking or skating, 
slowdown. 

> Pedestrians have 
the right of way. 

Bicyclists and 
skaters must yield 
to pedestrians. 

> Keep right, unless 
you are passing or 
turning left. 

Always pass on 
your left. Before 
you pass, call out 
“on your left.” 

> Don’t block 
the path. After 
stopping, move 
off the path so as 
not to block 
anyone. 

> Merge correctly. 

Before entering 
the path, look 
both ways and 
yield to oncoming 
users. 

> Be visible. When 
using the path at 
night, wear bright, 
reflective clothing. 
Bicyclists must 
use both head- 
and taillights. 

> Be safe. Don't 
bike or skate 
while wearing 
headphones, or 
while under the 
influence of 
alcohol or drugs.

Near-collision 
of planes being 
investigated

The National Transportation Safety 
Board is investigating a midair near-col- 
lision at O’Hare on Monday afternoon in 
which a departing commercial airliner and 
a corporate jet landing on an intersecting 
runway came within 325 feet of each other. 

The minimum separation required

Bus company settles 
suit in death of teen

A Chicago bus company has settled for 
$1.75 million a lawsuit brought by the fam- 
ily of a 16 -year-old Lawndale boy who died 
in 2005 after he was hit by a school bus on 
his way to Marshall Metro High School, an 
attorney for the family said. 

Oneal Richardson was trying to cross 
Kedzie Avenue near i6th Street against the 
light to catch a CTA bus on Jan. 3, 2005, 
when he was hit by a southbound school bus 
that had crossed the center line, said Daniel 
Kirschner, the family’s attorney 

The bus was operated by Duo Right Bus 
Co. An attorney for the company did not 
return a call seeking comment Wednesday 
afternoon. 

“While no one condones people not fol- 
lowing traffic laws, the fact of the matter was 
he was there to be seen,” said Kirschner. 


Says pals who reportedly 
worked with state cops 
capitalizing on his grief

Drew Peterson said two friends who 
reportedly worked with police to secret- 
ly record him were only trying to profit 
on their relationship with him, and any 
recordings they made will only serve to 
bolster his claim that he had nothing to 
do with the death of his third wife or the 
disappearance of his current wife. 

Len Wawczak and his wife, Paula Stark, 
claim they wore a wire for the Illinois State 
Police for roughly six months, ending in 
June, according to a published report in 
Wednesday’s Joliet Herald News. 

While Wawczak and Stark did not pro- 
vide details of recorded conversations, 
the couple told the newspaper that Peter- 
son made damning statements about 
both cases. 

They said Peterson— in apparently 
unrecorded statements— mocked police 
for their initial investigation of Kathleen 
Savio’s death and lamented that he should 
have cremated her. The couple added that 
Peterson, whom they have known for 
more than 16 years, was confident that if

his missing wife’s body were ever found, he 
would have already been tried and acquit- 
ted in her disappearance and could not be 
prosecuted a second time. 

Neither Wawczak nor Stark could 
be reached for comment Thursday, and 
authorities would not confirm that they 
were used to record the former Boling- 
brook police sergeant. 

“In a case of this magnitude, we’re 
going to use every available resource,” 
said Illinois State Police Capt. Ken 
Kaupas. ‘As to specifics about this case, I 
can’t comment, but we are still confident 
and this case is moving forward.” 

Kaupas would not comment on allega- 
tions by Peterson and his attorney Joel 
Brodsky that Wawczak and Stark are try- 
ing to capitalize on the case. 

“We say all the time {that] we don’t get 
to pick our witnesses,” Kaupas said. “We 
have to play the hand that we’re dealt.” 


A spokeswoman for Stacy Peterson’s 
relatives also declined to confirm whether 
the couple wore a wire for police, but said 
the couple’s claims did not surprise her. 

“It’s not a shock,” said Pam Bosco. 
“There are a lot of things going on in this 
investigation that we don’t hear of” 

Peterson said he felt numb when he 
learned of his friends’ alleged coopera- 
tion but said he should have seen it com- 
ing. They were jealous of another former 
friend, Ric Mims, who sold his story to 
the National Enquirer, he said. 

“Lenny’s out of work. Paula’s not work- 
ing,” Peterson said. “Both of these people 
are trying to capitalize on Drew Peter- 
son’s grief” 

He said that after he appeared on 
NBC’s “Today” show, he brought back 
souvenir hats and T-shirts for the couple, 
who watched his children in his absence. 

“Paula had me sign them, and next 
thing you know, she’s selling them on 
eBay,” Peterson said. “On many occa- 
sions, they brought friends over to the 
house and had me sign autographs and 
take pictures with them.” 

Peterson said he is confident that any 
taped conversations will support his 
claim that he had nothing to do with 
either case.

School officials mine reserves to fund budget 


Chicago Public Schools leaders won’t ask 
homeowners to pay more in property taxes 
this year and instead will raid the district’s 
reserves by $ioo million, cut hundreds of 
non-classroom jobs and streamline bus 
routes in a move that could mean new start 
times at up to 72 schools. 

The $5.1 billion budget unveiled Wednes- 
day increases spending by 4.3 percent from 
last year, most of the boost going to cov- 
er a 4 percent teacher pay hike that’s part 
of a five-year contract. Schools chief Arne 
Duncan and Mayor Daley wanted to spend 
an additional $97 million, but they shelved 
that plan after failing to pry the money out 
of Springfield and facing a political climate 


BUDGET BACKGROUND 

The scaled-back budget includes near- 
ly $40 million to expand programs. The 
High School Transformation initiative 
designed to strengthen instruction will 
get $16 million more, a program to turn 
around underperforming schools will 
receive an additional $7 million and 
another to help incoming freshmen 
adjust to high school will see a 
$6.6 million boost. 


in which City Hall raised property taxes last 
year and sales tax increases for Cook Coun- 
ty and the CTA took effect this year. 


“The economy is hitting everybody hard 
... today we know people are hurting and 
they are having a hard time trying to make 
ends meet and we refuse to add to that bur- 
den,” Duncan said. “This year they simply 
need a break.” 

To give taxpayers a reprieve from a 
school property tax increase for the first 
time since Daley took over the schools in 
1995, the budget calls for the district to 
pull $100 million from its reserve funds, 
the largest amount in its history, Duncan 
said. The draw down would leave the dis- 
trict with $380 million, or about 7 percent 
of its operating budget, in reserves, offi- 
cials said.

The Chicago 911 center’s extensive 
network of video surveillance could 
expand significantly under a proposal 
to allow city hookups to security cam- 
eras at businesses and private homes — 
with the owners’ permission. 

City emergency staff would not con- 
tinuously monitor the cameras, but 
could switch them on in the case of 
an emergency, such as a car crash or 
crime, said James Argiropoulos, act- 
ing executive director of the Office of 
Emergency Management and Com- 
munication. The city, which would 
receive the feeds through encrypted 
Internet transmissions, has the abil- 
ity to accept data from “thousands” of 
cameras, he said. 

The system also could capture 
images before an incident takes place, 
said Aid. Isaac Carothers (29th), 
chairman of the Police and Fire Com- 
mittee, which signed off on the plan 
Wednesday. 

Chicago already has hundreds of sur- 
veillance cameras on city streets and 
thousands in city schools that can be 
viewed at the 911 center. 

In other action, the committee also 
endorsed Mayor Daley’s appointment 
of Fire Commissioner Raymond Oroz- 
co as executive director of the Office of 
Emergency Management and Commu- 
nications and the promotion of John 
Brooks, Orozco’s first deputy, to lead 
the Fire Department.

LOS ANGELES Shoppers in L.A. soon won’t hear the 
question, “Paper or plastic?” at the checkout line. 

The City Council voted Tuesday to ban plastic shop- 
ping bags from stores, beginning July i, 2010. Shoppers 
can either bring their own bags or pay 25 cents for a 
paper or biodegradable bag. 

The council’s unanimous vote also puts pressure on 
the state, which is considering an Assembly bill that 
would impose bag recycling requirements on stores. 

City officials said their ban would not be imple- 
mented if the state passes the bill and requires at least 
a 25-cent charge per bag. 

Banning plastic bags will not solve the litter prob- 
lem, said an attorney who opposes the regulation of 
plastic bags. 


HOW MANY BAGS? 

The city estimates more than 2 billion plastic bags 
are used each year in L.A. About 5 percent of plas- 
tic bags and 21 percent of paper bags are recycled 
in California. 


“We’ve had enough of politicians accepting the mis- 
information that’s spread around the Internet about 
plastic bags,” said Stephen Joseph of the Save the Plas- 
tic Bag Coalition, which represents bag manufacturers. 

Last year, San Francisco passed the nation’s first bag 
ban, which took effect in November.

Devin Hester told the Tribune on 
Wednesday that he intends to hold out 
of training camp until the Bears grant 
him a new deal. 

“I’m not coming,” he said by phone. “I 
have to make a statement. I showed by 
going to {organized team activities] that 
I was a team player. But then, I just felt 
like they weren’t taking it seriously that I 
wanted to get a new deal. 

“I can’t go out and play this year mak- 
ing $445,000. Come on, man.” 

Hester, who is signed through 2009, 
is entering the third year of his deal. The 
Bears have discussed the possibility of 
a raise with his agent, Eugene Parker, 
throughout the off-season. Complicat- 
ing matters is the fact that the Bears have 
no other contracts to measure Hester’s 
worth against. 

He wants to be paid as a receiver, but 
the Bears are willing to pay him as the 
league’s highest-paid special teams play- 
er— a deal that would no doubt fall short 
of Hester’s mark. 

General Manager Jerry Angelo said 
after practice Wednesday he was 
surprised and disappointed that 
Hester was a no-show. 

“Unexpected. We thought 
Devin was going to be 
here,” Angelo said. ‘As you 
know, we’ve been negotiat- 
ing with Devin for a while, 
and we are continually nego- 
tiating with him as well. So I 
really don’t know why he isn’t 
here today” 

Angelo said he’d talked a few days 
ago to Parker. 

“He floated it out there, but I didn’t 
really take it serious because, as I say, 
we are still talking, we’re still in the 
process, there’s no closure. Usually 
when you say, ‘Hey it’s over, take it or 
leave it, we’re out of money’ you might 
get a reaction like that. But as you’re 
continuing on in negotiations as we 
have been, it is surprising.” 

Parker could not be reached for com- 
ment Wednesday 

Angelo said the Bears didn’t necessari- 
ly have a pecking order this off-season for 
getting new contracts done with players. 

“We did tell Devin we were going 


to address his situation, and we have,” 
Angelo said. “That’s where it is. The tim- 
ing of it maybe wasn’t satisfactory to 
him, but again, those things just kind of 
run their course.” 

“You should pay me like I’m one of 
a kind,” Hester said. “It’s like dating a 
girl. When you find somebody who is 
real special, you’re going to do whatever 
it takes to keep her. You might cut back 
on what you’re giving your mom to give 
to her. And that’s how I feel they should 
treat me.” 

Hester couldn’t estimate how much 
money he’s seeking or how long a term 
the deal should be. The Bears awarded 
contract extensions to Tommie Har- 
ris, Brian Urlacher, Alex Brown, Robbie 
Gould and Desmond Clark. 

“A fair deal is paying me what I 
bring to this game and to this team,” 
Hester said. “If I put fans in the seats 
and make big plays, then I deserve to 
get paid more than what I’m getting 
paid. Pay me what I’m worth. I’m get- 
ting paid the same as a cat drafted in 
the sixth, seventh round my year who 
hasn’t played a down. It isn’t fair, man.” 

The Bears are unlikely to negotiate 
with a player who is not at camp. Hester 
will be fined approximately $15,000 per 
day if he continues to hold out. 

“I’m like this —it’s not worth it to show 
up,” he said. 

Hester said he received phone calls 
from teammates Jason McKie and Har- 
ris on Wednesday inquiring about his 
whereabouts. Adewale Ogunleye sent 
a text message and wondered what was 
going on. 

“I basically told them what happened, 
and they said they don’t blame me and 
that I deserved it,” he said. 

Hester said Lovie Smith called and said 
the team didn’t feel the same without him. 

Last season, Hester made the Pro Bowl 
for the second consecutive season as a 
return man after setting the single-sea- 
son NFL record with six kick returns for 
touchdowns (four punts, two kickoffs). 

“Everybody in their right mind under- 
stands why I’m doing this,” Hester said. 
“For me to have a season like I did last 
year and getting paid like this, it’s not 
fair. ... I deserve more, and that’s just the 
way I feel.” [ ap contributed. ]

Among those believed to have made the 
cut was entrepreneur and Dallas Maver- 
icks owner Mark Cuban. Among those 
who didn’t was Don Levin, owner of the 
Chicago Wolves. 

Those bidders invited to continue in the 
process, and given access to more detailed 
financial information, indicated their val-

Wolves owner Levin said he was told 
Monday by a banker from J.P. Morgan 
representing Tribune Co. that there were 
“other people in a completely different 
ZIP code” and they, not he, would remain 
in contention. 

Sources said that Tribune Co.’s knock- 
down of the Canning group did not neces- 
sarily take Canning out of the game, which 
was described by one auction source as 
being only in “the second inning.”

The city’s newest 
Italian spot will 
awaken your senses

Some kids grow up dreaming of playing shortstop for 
the Cubs. Others harbor Holly- 
wood dreams. Not Tony Priolo. He 
grew up dreaming about cooking. 

You could say Priolo achieved 
his dream more than a decade 
ago, when he started at Coco Paz- 
zo Cafe. But there, he met wine 
Piccolo Sogno specialist Ciro Longobardo, and

bigger. There would be another 
Italian restaurant, and it would be 

theirs. 

Even after Priolo went on to become executive chef 
at Coco Pazzo, he and Longobardo kept dreaming. And 
when the space most recently occupied byjohn Bubala’s 
Timo (and before that. Thyme) became available, their 
dream had a home. 

When it came time to name the spot, they chose Pic- 
colo Sogno, Italian for “little dream.” It would be very fit- 
ting— except that Piccolo Sogno is not all that piccolo. 

At first, it seems this week-old River West spot will be 
grand in the way only Italy does grand. The first thing you 
notice are the shimmering glass chandeliers above the 
glossy marble bartop. But pass through the bar into the 
main dining room, and you’ll find a comfortable, terraz- 
zo-floored space with soothing cobalt walls. From there, 
glass doors open onto a sprawling deck with ivy-covered 
walls. It’s easily one of the best alfresco dining spots in 
town, a step above the usual seasonal setup with its stylish 
wicker chairs and wood tables. 

It’s all quite lovely — some might say dreamy— but Pri- 
olo seems more concerned with what’s on his tables than

for a new alfresco dinner spot? Piccolo 
Sogno’s leafy back patio won’t disappoint.

what they look like. Before opening Piccolo Sogno, he 
and Longobardo spent two weeks traveling through Ita- 
ly, selecting the specialty ingredients for the restaurant. 
They searched far and wide before landing on just the 
right olive oil inTavarnelle Val di Pesa, Tuscany, then had 
it bottled exclusively for Piccolo Sogno. A similar quest 
for 5-year-aged balsamic ended in Emilia-Romagna. The 
creamy burrata comes from Puglia byway of Piedmont. 
Even the flour is D.O.P. (Denominazione D’Origine Protetta) 
certified. 

You’d expect the worldly ingredients to drive up prices, 
but Priolo keeps things relatively affordable. Entrees top 
out at $24; pastas run $13-$ 15, with appetizer portions for 
even less. Longobardo ’s all- Italian wine list follows suit 
with more than a dozen bottles clocking in at $40 or less. 

For the most part, Priolo does right by his carefully 
chosen ingredients. The hand-stuffed burrata is served 
as an antipasto course, surrounded by prosciutto and 
drizzled in olive oil ($13). The fancy D.O.P.-certified flour 
forms the dough— along with imported Italian water— 
for wood-fired pizzas. Even the locally sourced Green 
Acres Farm rapini is well-cared for, cooked just enough to 
bring out a subtle nutty flavor. 

Whether it’s liberal use of that Tuscan olive oil or 


something else, pastas are a highlight. Our ravioli di Pic- 
colo Sogno (appetizer size $9, full portion $13), swimming 
in a buttery Marsala glaze with toasted pine nuts, disap- 
peared quickly Better still was our malfatti aifunghi misti 
(appetizer size $10, full portion $14), huge, golf ball-sized 
spinach and ricotta gnocchi tossed with rich mushrooms 
and herbs. 

The kitchen puts its wood-burning oven and grill to 
work on dishes such as wood-grilled fish, served whole 
and de-boned tableside, and griglia mista ($14), a simple 
antipasto course of grilled shrimp, calamari and baby 
octopus with a hint of lemon juice. Sometimes, the oven 
works a little too hard. One of our rosemary-marinated 
lamb T-bones ($24) was cooked to medium (a bit much 
for lamb); the other verged on well (too much for lamb). 
Out porchetta alia Romana ($21), a Roman-style prepara- 
tion of suckling pig marinated for three days in fennel, 
garlic, olive oil and sea salt, then slow-roasted and fin- 
ished with beer to crisp the skin, also came out a little dry 

But we had no problem forgiving any opening-week 
kitchen kinks once our stainless steel coppetta of choco- 
late and white chocolate gelato ($8) arrived. The dense, 
silky stuff was so good we almost asked if they’d pack up a 
pint for us to take home. Hey, a kid can dream, right?

Chicago is Project ULTRA’s kind of town. 

Guitarist Nick Ross and drummer Brian Hall met 
at the University of Colorado in Boulder, Colo. They 
shared similar tastes in music but, unfortunately, 
they could not find the same passion in, well, the 
entire city 

“Boulder is a jam-band town,” Ross said. “Chicago 
has a better music scene for us.” 

Determined to find more like-minded rock fans, 
Ross took a job in Chicago, and Hall took a serious 
leap of faith by following his friend to the Second 
City with no prospects or contacts. In January of last 
year, they hooked up with singer/songwriter Richard 
Thies via the Internet.

As soon as Spiropoulos signed on, the band was 
able to complete five fragmented songs to produce 
an EP.

Now, the band has 17 songs and is heading back 
into the studio to hopefully record its debut album. 

“Richard {Thies] is playing guitar more now, so

SUMMARY AND DEVELOPMENT OPPORTUNITY 

The Village of Berkeley is pleased to announee a unique development opportunity in 
downtown Berkeley’s TIF distriet. The proposed site for development is in the St. Charles 
Road retail and mixed use development distriet and eurrently is owned by the Village. The 
site is loeated in the 5600 bloek of St. Charles Road on the south side of the street.

The men Beth Horn meets usually fall 
into two categories: those who are afraid 
she’ll beat them down, and those who want 
her to beat them down. 

That’s because Horn delivers beatdowns 
as Venom on ‘American Gladiators,” the 
adrenaline-drenched TV show that pits 
gladiators against challengers in bone- 
crunching physical feats. 

So which category does sports agent 
Bruce Butler, her husband, fall into? 

“I think when you get married, you want 
to have your ass kicked,” he says. “It doesn’t 
matter if you married a Gladiator or not.” 

But being wed to a spandex warrior has 
taken some adjustment. 

Last month, the couple attended Wiz- 
ard World Chicago, a comic book/movie/ 
pop culture convention. Horn signed auto- 
graphs in her gladiatrix garb: skin-tight sil- 
ver shorts and an ab-flashing top. 

Fans lined up to pay $20 for a signed pho- 
to and posed for their won shots with the 
34-year-old personal trainer. 


‘A lot of them wanted me to flex, but I 
don’t do that. I don’t want to be known as 
a body builder. It just seems so masculine, 
and that’s not me,” Horn says. “But there 
were a lot of headlocks.” 

Fielding requests for headlocks just 
comes with the territory of newfound 
fame. “So many husbands would be jealous 
or not supportive, and I see it all the time,” 
she says. “I’m so grateful.” 

Butler adds: ‘As long as the people asking 
for headlocks don’t follow us home.” 

Home is Greektown, where they live 
with their dogs Cleo, an Akita, and Gabri- 
ella, a golden retriever. All four recently 
moved to a modest condo where Butler 
works out of a small office that doubles as 
the guest bedroom. 

“We’re normal as can be,” Butler, 39, says. 

But normal people don’t keep a red- 
and-blue jousting stick in a corner of their 
office. Horn takes it out and gives it a prac- 
ticed twirl. It’s the only hint of her TV per- 
sona, kept here as a conversation piece. 

Horn says they split the housework. In 


reality, Butler ends up doing most of the 
household chores, dog walking and errands- 
mostly because of Venom’s taping schedule 
(the show tapes three times a year, six weeks 
at a time) and personal appearances. 

A quick tour of the condo: Framed pic- 
tures of angels in the bathroom. Two car- 
tons each of eggs and blueberries in the 
fridge. Butler’s addiction to ginger snaps is 
revealed in a nearby cupboard. The closet? 
Pink, pink, pink. Dozens of blue jeans on 
hangers, and there, sitting limply on a shelf, 
the gleaming silver Venom costume. 

Does the costume get any use outside the 
show or personal appearances? 

Butler says, “Y’know, I tried to put it 
on ...” Both sputter into laughter. 

In person, the couple are nearly the same 
size. Butler, a former spin instructor, is trim 
and toned with a slightly larger frame than 
his wife’s. She wears a size 2 or 4, she says; 
during her body-building days, she could be 
a size 10 or 12, but she prefers a “more ath- 
letic” look for “Gladiators.” On the show, 
she uses self-tanning lotion, but doesn’t

cover up scars from knee surgeries. 

“They’re just part of me,” she says. 

In November, Horn will be immortalized 
as an action figure. 

“I’m honored,” she says. “It’s actual- 
ly kind of wild.

Butler likes the action figure but says it’s 
not his wife. 

“It’s just flat-out weird, because it’s a car- 
toon of her,” he says.

■ POP HOW-TO 

KITCHEN 101 

Tackle onions, citrus 

San Francisco Chronicle 

Watching “Top Chef” may not be enough to teach you some proper 
kitchen methods. We’re here to help. 


DICING ONIONS 

If done properly, dicing an onion is sim- 
ple. It’s little more than three basic cuts. 

Before you begin, make sure your 
chef’s knife is very sharp so it slides easi- 
ly through the onion. (This will help your 
watering eyes too.) 

» Cut off the stem end of the onion, trim 
the root end, then halve the onion from 
top to bottom. This will give each half a 
fiat side to place on the board. 

» Leave the root end (which will be tight- 
er than the stem end) intact to hold the 
onion together, peel off the skin and, start- 
ing with one half, face the root end away 
from you on the cutting board. 

» Holding the onion firmly on either side, 
proceed by making vertical cuts along the 
onion half, spacing them according to the 
desired thickness of the dice. %u’ll want to 
angle your knife inward at the sides to hold 
the onion together as you cut along the half 
Again, leave the root end intact and don’t 
cut all the way through to the root. 

» Next make horizontal cuts. With your 
knife parallel to the cutting board, slice 
the onion, spacing according to your 
desired dice size and not cutting all the 
way through the root end. 

» Finally, cut the onion cross-wise, releas- 
ing the diced onions in each layer as you

cut toward the root end. When you’ve 
reached the final piece, lay it flat on the 
cutting board and make cuts in both direc- 
tions to finish the dice. 

This technique also can be used to dice 
shallots. 



SEGMENTING CITRUS 

Orange or other citrus segments, also 
known as supremes, make a beautiful pre- 
sentation when they are removed from the 
peel, pith and membrane. They’re great on 
salads, over fish or in desserts. The peeling 
portion of this technique can be used for 
any rounded fruit with a rind, such as mel- 
ons and pineapples. 

» Cut off the top and bottom of the fruit 
so it sits flat on the cutting board. 

» With a small, sharp knife, cut away one 
section of peel and bitter white pith, fol- 
lowing the natural curve of the fruit from 
top to bottom. Continue around the cit- 
rus, cutting away sections of the peel and 
pith as you go. Trim any leftover pith once 
the peel has been removed. 

» Holding the fruit in your hand with a 
bowl underneath, make two cuts within 
the membrane on either side of a segment, 
and with the second cut, lift the segment 
out of the membrane. 

» Place the fruit on a plate or in another 
bowl. Continue around the whole fruit in 
the same fashion. The juice will drip into 
the bowl as you work, allowing you to save 
it for another use, such as vinaigrette.
